The Judge 


Calls a Spade 


a Spade 


Frank H. Dodge, Pulaski county 
chancery judge, ruled yesterday 
that Act 234 of the 1949 legislature 
— to eliminate all federal income 
tax payments as 
deductions on 
state income tax returns — is un- 
constitutional. 


The chancellor held that Act 234 
ran contrary to Section 2 of the 
Nineteenth Amendment to the state 
constitution, adopted in 1935, read- 
ing as follows: 
"None of the rates for property, 
excise, privilege or personal taxes, 
now levied shall be increased by 
the General Assembly except al- 
ter the approval of the qualified 
electors voting thereon at an elec- 
tion, or in case of emergency, by 
the vote of three-fourths 
of 
the 
members elected to each house of 
the General Assembly." 


1 Pratt C. Rcmmel, Little 
Rock

validity of the act in a suit 
di- 
rected at Dean R. Morley, state 
commissioner of revenues, charg- 
ing that the aqt did not 
rccieve 
the necessary number of votes for 
"emergency" passage in the legis- 
lature — and of course it has not 
been voted on by the people at all. 


, 
Mr. Hernmcl's view that the act 
is unconstitutional was 
supported, 
yesterday by Chancellor Dodge — 
and the state has taken an appeal 
to the supreme court. 
This writer trusts that the high, 
court will, like the chancellor, call 
a spade a spade and reverse the 
legislative action as a deliberate 
affront to the people's own choice 
made in 1935 when the Nineteenth 
Amendment was ratified in 
the 
general election. 
This is not intended to 
belittle 


the state's need of additional taxa- 
ion, 
for we have supported 
the 


"use tax" and other revonue-rais 
ing measures — and fought 
for 


higher highway taxes rather than 
additional highway bund issues. 
But our quarrel with the 
stale 
administration is simply this: 
It 
slapped an additional income tax 
on the native 
Arkansas middle 
class at a time when it was con- 
tinuing to exempt the 
railroads, 


utilities and other out-of-state own- 
ers of large amounts of real and 
personal property from the state 
ad valorem tax. 
The 
administration 
had 
the 
choice of restoring the state 
ad 
valorem tax — but instead, it elect- 
ed to change the income tax law, 
wiping out the 50 per cent deduc- 
tion on federal payments formerly 
permitted state income tax payers. 
It was an open-and-shut case of 
raising tax rates, hidden behind 
the thin alibi "that changing a de- 
duction isn't raising the rate." 
The Pulaski chancery court sees 
the law for what it actually is—and 
let us hope that the supreme, court 
finally sends it back to the people 
for a referendum, as required by 
the Nineteenth Amendment. 


Truman Expects 
U. S. Deficit of 
Billion Dollars

Washington, April 14 —UPl—Pres- 
dent Truman indicated today he 
expects the government will run a 
billion dollars in the red on 
this 
year's operations. 


In a news conference discussion, 
he said a special $6,000,000,000 ap- 
propriation he has asked for the 
Veterans Administration will in- 
n-case this fiscal year's deficit by 
:hat amount. 


That money was asked of con- 
jress only last Monday. Prior to 
making it, Mr. Truman had 
esti- 


mated that government income in 
;he present fiscal year — ending 
July 1—would be $599,700,000 less 
;han 
its spending. 


The $600,000,000 was asked 
be- 
cause GI benefits, particularly un- 
employment, payments, are costing 
more than was anticipated when 
;his year's budget was drawn up. 
The house has approved the fund, 
but the senate has not yet voted 
on it.

A cache of $49,122 
was found buried in his grand- 
mother's grave last night.

was spent by Crowe during 
his 


eight-day "vacation"

after he looted the vault of

National City branch bank where 
he was the assistant manager. 


Crowe led the FBI men to the 
cemetery hiding place on Staten 
Island after 
a

conference 
with his attorney and his wife . 


The $49,122 in $1, $5, $10 and $20 


bills was buried in a metal-lined 
munitions box about a foot deep in 
the earth behind the 
grandmoth- 
er's seven-foot' high granite monu- 
ment. 


Assistant U. S. Attorney 
Irving 
Saypol quoted Crowe that he de- 
cided to reveal the money's hiding 
place because of "the considerate 
treatment given ,'to me 
and 
my 
wife by the FBI." 


U. S. attorneys were to 
confer 
with Bellevue hospital' authorities 
later today about Crowe's 
mental 
condition. The former banker was 
committed to the hospital for ob- 
servation yesterday at the request 
of the U. S. attorney's office. 
Crowe had been on sick leave 
from his job for three 
months 
prior to the theft. His family has 
declared 
he had been suffering 
a nervous disorder for nearly

year.

An act of the 1949 legislature re- 
ducing the state tax from six to 
four cents a package goes into ef- 
fect on that date. 


The act was rriade effective 90- 
days after adjournment 
of 
the 
legislature in order to permit the 
Arkansas' reitenutfi• aep'artrheftf*"to 
use up a large supply of the six- 
cent cigarette tax stamps. 
Revenue Commissioner Dean R. 
Morley said today, however, that 
the supply of six-cent stamps would 
not be exhausted by June 10 but 
that he planned to continue using 
them only until they are gone. 
"I don't see why we should throw 
away 
a 
bunch 
of 
expensive 
stamps," he said. "So while the 
tax will be only four cents a pack- 
age, after June 10, cigarettes sold 
in the state will continue to'bear 
the six-cent stamp until they are 
used up. It will be a matter of 
bookkeeping in the office." 


Morley said that in the future 
he plans to have the various tax 
stamps printed in different- colors 
without the amount of tax desig- 
nated. This already has been done 
in the case of honey tax stamps.

gadget age—man or the machine? 


Well, the machine is already giv- 
ing a preliminary oily chuckle. For 
it is gaining. . . gaining. . . gaining 
on mankind. It is convinced it will 
laugh last. 


This poor man's philosopher has 
repeatedly warned of the 
danger 


that lies in insidious machiness — 
gadgets of all kinds 
that 
make 
men more comfortable but wean 
them from nature. 


Recently I wrote that 
I 
had 
never learned to drive a motor car 
and never intend to. Why lose 
the ability to walk, as so many 
people who drive cars do? 
.Back came a jeering postcard 
from Alliace, O.: 


"I didn't know anyone was 
so 
dumb. God must have been asleep 
when you was made." 


I prefer to think that the deity 
is weeping at what man is letting 
the machine age do to him. And 
what is it doing? It is gradually 
making him unnecessary in 
the 


world—by taking over 
his 
func- 
tions. 


Laugh, clown, laugh. But listen, 
too: 


Man functions by means of mus- 


cle, 
brain and heart. And by heart 
I mean emotion. 


The machine holds an edge in 
the world of muscle. It hp.s 
al- 


ready replaced man there. 
Men 
are perhaps growing larger physi- 
cally, but the tools in their hands 
are growing lighter and 
lighter. 


Eventually men won't have to lift 
anything. 


This is regarded as a boon—the 
taking over by 
the 
machine of 


man's eternal labor burden. 
But now machines have taken 
the second step to supersede their 
creators — mankind. They 
can 
think. 
They 
have 
mechanical 
rains that can solve some 
prob- 


brains that can solve some prob- 
Ihtnt men. 


Today the brain of the machine 


is only in its infancy. How far can 
it go? No scientist can predict a 
limit.

But Dr. Norbert Wiener of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
Ipgy, a world authority 
in this 
field, says thinking machines will 
make obsolete the unskilled human 
worker. He forsees completely au- 
tomatic factories 
with 
assembly 
lines directed from a single con- 
trol panel. 


"The transfer to 
this 
thinking 


machine," 
said 
Dr. 
Wiener, 
"would not be essentially a biggei 
job than done with radar in 
the 
last war. 


"It's a thing that may be very 


useful to a sane world, but I can't 
say we're Jiving in one. It is 
a 
very dangerous thing socially. 
If 


we are going to sell man down the 
river and replace him, he's going 
to be a very angry man, ,and 
it 


angry man is a dangerous; man. 


And Dr. Wiener .gave this warn- 
ing: 


"If it isn't goi/ig to b'e handled 
with a great deal of skill, it 
will 


be a period of great smash'.' 
"The power is too great to e.n- 


trust to any individual." 


And so we stand—at the thres- 


hold of a new adventure. The lit- 
tle slave we bought so long ago i 
now challenging its master. 


The machine has more 
muscle, 
than wo have. Soon — very, very 
soon—it will 
have 
greater 
and 


more precise brainpower than the 
ordinary man has to 
moot 
and
